Tho moat 
important transaction was the al- 
lowance of the balance on the 
bridge whieh It leaa than 1476. 
(Jf the $1,214 50 subscribed for 
the bridge, all has been paid in 
but $167 and part of this will be 
paid later. This is a pretty fair 
showing and proves that Powell 
county people caii be depended 
upon to do as they agree to a 
large extent. The amount due 
on the bridge would not have 
been uliuwed at this time, but 
the contract says that the bal- 
anen most he paid during the 
year 1906, and so the council did 
the next best thing. At the time 
the contract for the bridge was 
made, the council anticipated the 
usual collection of $1,600 saloon 
license, but which has been 
knoked out by local option and 
makeaaettlMnant inpoaaible.
